A base sequence complementary to SEQ ID NO: 3 reads on an antisense sequence of any size and length of 
SEQ ID NO: 3 that encodes a NAAT. The specification fails to describe such "a base sequence", a method that employs it, and 
transgenic plant comprising it.
